Political Feeling in the South—Is There 
Any Sympathy for an independent 
Movement? 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 7.—The mooted question 
as to whether there is any feeling of sympathy 
in the Southern States for an Independent po- 
litical movement, and whether there is any such 
movement there in embryo,was most fullyand in- 
terestingly discussed in an interview which I held 
today witha gentieman whe has recently taken 
much pains to investigate the subject as he pro- 
ceeded on an extensive business tour. He pos- 
sesses the philosopher's instinct and the politi- 
cian’s interest. Isubmit what he said as the 
most complete and unbiased answer to the ques- 
tion that has yet been furnished. 

“There is,” he began, a wonderful change 
taking piace in the South today, of which no one 
wbo has not closely observed the conditions 
there can form any adequate idea. Old preju- 
dices and traditions are passing away, and giv- 
ing place to new and advanced ideas. This is of 
necessity a comparatively slow process. But it 
is coming. Like everything looking towards 
progress and advancement, it is obliged to make 
its way witb slow and coustantly- retarded steps. 
Walter Bagehot, the noted English writer, said 
in one of his essays that there is no other so 

great pain to the human mind as the pain 
of a new idea. It is upsetting. It 
brings about new  conditiOna, and dis- 
turbs established institutions and modes of 
thought. Those who are well to do under the 
existing state of affairs may be temporarily, at 
lerst, incommoded and deposed by the chauge of 
surroundings resulting from the adoption of 
the new conception. So it is with the idea of 
any change in the present condinen of political 
parties. The wheelhorses of the Democrats, of 
course, do not want any change, for now they 
hold the offices of the State under that party. 
The editors of the Democratic papers dont 
want any change, for their papers circulate 
among their party adherents and bold the 
county printing. All these fight anything that 
looks like a change of the present state of 
affairs, and loudly claim there is no such thing 
in existence.”’

If the navy is in such a hopeless condition, 
what can be the sense of expending enor- 
mous sums of money in repalring it? The 
repairs of many vessels have cost more in 
the last eight years than the ships themselves 
when new. The only wise course for Con- 
gress to pursue is to throw away or break 
up the present navy and begin over again. 
This would be done but for the shadow which 
Robeson casts over all Congressional action 
relating to the navy. The House decided to 
expend $360,000 in the Deficiency bill on re- 
pairs, while the Naval bell itself as yet has 
not been matured in the committee or re- 
ported to the House. 

— 
THE REPUBLICANS OF ILLINOIS. 

A convention of the Republicans of the 
State of Illinois has been called to meet at 
Springfield on the 28th of June to nominate 
candidates for State Treasurer and for Sa- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, to be 
voted for next November, and if elected to 
serve two years each. 

The most important business to be trans- 
acted by the convention is the perfecting of 
the party organization. Two years ago, it 
will be remembered, the State Convention 
undertook to revolutionize the historical prec- 
edents of the party. A bare majority (and 
we need not now discuss how that majority 
was obtained) not only claimed but exercised 
the power of appointing all the delegates 
from the State at large to the National Con- 
vention, but also all the delegates from the 
nineteen Congressional districts. It further 
assumed the power of ignoring the districts 
and appointed the State Committee. 

The effect of this action was fatal to the 
purposes of those who engineered it. The 
rule had been that the delegates in the State 
Convention from each district, in a meeting 
by themselves, selected the dele to the 
National Convention, appointed their own 
Presidential Electors, and selected their own 
member of tne succeeding State Committee. 
The National delegates appointed by the dis- 
tricts appealed: to the National Convention. 
The action of the IIlinois Convention has 
been imitated by the State conventions in 
Pennsylvania under Boss Cameron and in 
New York under Boss Conkimg. The ap- 
peal of the Illinois district delegates was 
sustained by the National Convention, and 
that decision emancipated a large number of 
delegates in the New York and Pennsylvania 
delegations. Garfield’s nomination was the 
result of this action in Illinois. 

No personin this State has any desire to 
revive that subject now. The decision of 
the Chieago National Convention was final, 
and no one expects or wishes its disturbance. 
The harmony of the party is eminently de- 
sirable and eminently necessary to success. 

All that is now expected and desired is, 
that the mistake of two years ago shall not 
be repeated, and that in appointing a State 
Committee to serve for two years to come the 
selection shall be left, as of old, to the dele- 
gates from each Congressional district. Of 
course the members of the committee for 
the State at large will be appointed by the 
convention at large. This may seem to be a 
Small matter, but the experiment of two 
years ago ought not to be now repeated; 
certainly it cannot be repeated without cre- 
ating a disturbance which may prove not 
only fatal this year, but may lead to still 
more tempestuous and fatal results two years 
hence. ; 

It is well for Republicans, and especially 
those who officer and contro! party organi- 
zations, State and local, to understand that 
the public temper is not prepared to accept 
or submit to any description of bossism. 
Men of this day are intensely independent— 
independent not only as to how they shail 
vote, but as to whether they vote at all. 
There are thousands of Republicans in this 
State who do not consider that the elec-

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DISARMING THE INDIANS. 

The policy of the Gwernment of the 
United States has been and is yet to assign. 
certain tribes and divisions of the Indians to 
certain tracts of territory called reserva 
tions. On these reservations the Indians are 
required to live, and while there they are by 
the Government bountifully supplied with 
fresh beef, mess pork, flour, corn, sugar, 
tea, Coffee, beans, salt, soap, tobacco, and 
baking-powder, and also with the tools and 
implements of labor, besides coats, pants, 
and vests, blankets, and the various qualities 
and descriptions of cotton and woolen cloth 
for women’s clothing. With the utter Im- 
providence of the Indians these provisions, 
which are more than ample for a year’s 
maintenance, are recklesly squandered. The 
baking-powder and the soap, two utterly 
Uespised and useless articles which 
the Government employs as agents of 
civilization, are sold at once; they 
are never used, and are possibly bar- 
tered for whisky or other things which 
are generally supposed to be contraband. 
The sugar, and the tea, and the coffee, being 
things which the gentle savages have no 
mind to,” areswapped away for others “ they 
are inclined to.“ Thus, long before the end 
of the season, despite the efforts of the most 
careful agents, the Indiays have wasted, 
consumed, and disposed of their supplies, 
and, inspired by hunger, destitution, and re- 
venge, the bucks start out on a raid for plun- 
der. On these raids they give license to 
their murderousinstinets. They have choice 
rifles, and an abundancé of ammunition. 
The soldiers are dispatched after them, and 
aiter a campaign of several weeks or months 
the Indians return or are brought back to 
the reservation, having killed or murdered a 
score or two of qvilians or soldiers, and hav- 
ing lost as many of their own men. 

This kiud of warfare Se@metar¥ Teller pro- 
poses to break up by establishing a regula- 
tion that all Indians leaving their reserva- 
tion shall, upon being captured, be disarmed. 
A disarmed Indian is a helpless individual. 
He has no means of enjoyment or occupa- 
tion except hunting and fighting. He can 
not read and will not work. He asserts his 
manhood and his superior blood by holding 
labor to be degrading. He has no objection 
that the females of the tribe shall labor like 
slaves for his personal comfort, but even to 
escape starvation he will not labor. When 
he is not fed by others he resorts to raids 
robbing, killiig, and plundering remorse- 
lesly. 

To disarm this class of beings is the se- 
verest of punishments, It reduces bim to a 
state of helplesness which, however agree- 
able to his laziness, is apt to leave him fre- 
quently exposed to hunger. It may have 
the effect of making him do a little work. 
The enforced legal disarmament of these 
men will take time. They can al Ways buy 
arms; for rifles, and powder, and lead they 
will sell theirentire supply of rations. If 
begun at all it must be made general, and to 
make the disarming of these Indians effect- 
ive the possession of firearms by an Indian 
must be madeacrime to be severely pun- 
ished. .To enforce such an order will re- 
quire time and much violence, but once ac- 
complished it will put an end to Indian 
raids and massacres. 

FEATURES OF THE .LEGELATIVE BILL. 

The Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation bill was taken up in the House 
of Representatives at the fag-end of yester- 
day’s session. Cannon, of IIlinois, made a 
brief speech explanatory of the principal 
provisions of the bill. The House then ad- 
journed without further action until today. 

One of the noteworthy features of this bill 
is the discrimination made in favor of Senate 
employés as against House employés. A 
strenuous effort has been put forth in Wash- 
ington during the last few months to have 
the salaries for the same service in both 
wings of the Capitol equalized, This was 
sought to be accomplished by the simple 
process of advancing the pay of the House 
employés. Mr. Cannon, however, said that 


the House Committee on Appropriatiens. 
They were of the opinion that the Senate 
employés were overpaid, not that the House 
employés were underpaid. How much jus- 
tice there is in this conclusion may be 
imagined from the fact that the Senate de- 
mands for the payment of its servants about 
three-fifths of the amount required for the 
compensation of the Senators. The items 
are: 

For dompensation of Senators 

For compensation pf the officers, clerks, 


messengers, and others receiving an au- 
nual salary in the service of the Senate 205,665 


The iatter sum is exclusive of a number of 
monthly salaries and per-diem pay to la- 
borers, 

The House of Representatives, having 
about four times as many members as the 
Senate, requires for the pay of its employés 
but $315,000, or about one and one-half the 
sum expended by the Senate in the same serv- 
ice. The Senate attendance has been fora 
long time provided for on a luxurious scale. 
The assistant doorkeepers, for example. 
whose duty has been to sit in an easy-chair 
four hours a day for five days in the week and 
four to six months in the year, are paid 82. 
500 a year. These useful public servants pull 
the gallery doors open with a string when 
anybody wishes to go in, and let them close 
by the action of a spring when anybody 
comes out. For this serious service ten to 
twenty men are required, and they work 
only during the few months that Congress is 
in session. 

But these are not the only sinecures sus- 
tained by the Senate. There are twenty- 
four messengers, whose duties are similar 
to those of the doorkeepers, except that they 
sit at the doors of the committee-rooms for 
two hours a day, instead of guarding the 
galleries for four hours a day. Thes@ mes- 
sengers are paid $1,440 per annum each, $400 
more the hard-worked letter-carriers 
in Chicago, and the messengers work but a- 
small fraction of each year. The pages of 
the Senate—and for that matter, of both 
Houses—are paid $2.50 per diem, or twice as 
much as an able-bodied day-laborer in any 
of the Northern cities, and five times as much 
as a stalwart negro in the South. The pages 
are boys from 10 to 15 years of age, the sons 
of boarding-house keepers or other lady 
friends of the honorable Senators and mem- 
bers. The cash-boy who should be paid at 
the rate of $2.50 per day would regard him- 
self as very fortunate. 

The conductor of the Senate elevator is 
paid $1,200 per annum. The House elevator- 
conductor has longer hours.and a machine 
twice as big as the Senate elevator, and five 
times as many passengers to look after, yet 
he receives the same pay, out of which he is 
required to provide one or two assistanis.

that skilled méehanics employed about the 
Capito—carpenters, gas-Jitters, plampers, 
etc.—are paid but $1,000 a year, though they 
are constantly employed, while the political 
bummers who open and shut the doors for 
one-third or one-half of the year receive 
$1,400 or $1,500 for their unskilled labor. 

Both Houses of Congress have provided 
extravagantiy for the official reports of the 
debates. The expense of this service per. 
annum in each House is $25,000. The Sen- 
ate gives the contract in a lump-sum to one 
man—D. F. Murphy. He employs three as- 
sistants. Mr. Murphy is the most expert 
stenographie reporter in the United States. 
But $25,000 is an extravagant sum to pay him 
or anybody else for reporting the debates of 
the Senate three or six months of each year. 
IIis per diem compensation is almost equal 
to that of the President of the United States. 
In the HouSe there are five reporters of de- 
bates, paid $5,000 per annum each, and two 
committee reporters, who have the same 
salary. There is not a professional reporter 
in the United States who would not jump at 
the chance of filling cne of these positions 
for three or six months each year for half 
this pay. 

Mr. Cannon has shown that the Senate has 
been extravagant in its allotment of salaries 
to its employés, but he has not acquitted the 
House of the same accusation. The plain 
people of the country do not understand these 
things. They do not know why Congress 
should pay twice or three times as much for 
the same service as private individuals pay. 
Why should there be a small privileged class 
of high-priced employés kept in Washington 
at the public expense? Congressmen may 
intend to be generous, but they hav no right 
to be lavish with money that does not belong 
tothem. These high salaries are a mark of 
the extravagance and corruption following 
the inflation of prices in the war period. 
There ought to be a reduction of costly serv- 
ice in both wings of the Capitol. 
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MORE TAXATION. 

Mr. Kelley and Mr. McKinley, the two fore- 
most champions of inereased protective 
taxes, have again endeavored to force the 
Republicans in Congress to decide by a cau- 
eus that the party shall repeal or reduce the 
tax on whisky and tobacco, and shall increase 
iton cotton, woolen, iron, steel, and other 
manufactured goods. If the Republican 
party shall, by a Congressional caucus, force 
airy such bill as these more-tariff” people 
demand, and shall make that the policy of 
the party, then the country may make at the 
elections this fall such changes in the Con- 
gressional representation as will foreshadow 
a general anda National defeat two years 
hence. 

In time of profound peace, with a debt re- 
duced to the nominal rate of 344 per cent inter- 
est, and a surplus revenue of $120,000,U00a 
year, for Congress to propose an increase of 
taxes on the ordinary necessities of life is 
an infamy that ought to defeat any member 
of Congress who may vote for it, or any 
party that shall approve and adopt it. 

The industria! population of the day is op- 
pressed by the enormous rates of taxation 
which are levied on all the commodities in 
use among the people. For every dollar’s 
worth of clothing which the public have to 
purchase there are 50 cents to be paid to the 
tax-gatherer; or, to state it more distinctly 
and accurately, for every dollar and fifty 
cents taken from a man’s Wages to purchase 
the necessities of life he receives one dollar’s 
worth of goods, the other half-dollar being 
paid as a tax to somebody. Men wonder and 
declare that their wages, high as they are, 
are wholly insufficient to pay their cost of 
living, but these men forget that the reason 
that the wages will not purchase the amount 
of commobdities it once did is that the price 
of commodities now carry an average tax of 
50 cents on the dollar. Out of the week’s 
earnings of labor it takes the wages of two 
days to pay the taxes on the goods pur- 
chased with the earnings of the other four 
days. 

in the full glare of this notorious robbery 
and confiscation, the self-constituted friends 
of labor in Congress now insist that the Re- 
publican party shall, by a caucus decree, 
make every Republican member vote to in- 
crease existing taxes 50 gu) een more. Do 
these zealots suppose the péople are fo@s? 
Do they assume that the outraged and plun- 
dered people are such slaves that they will 
submit to have their substance taxed and 
confiscated away from them for the special 
benefit and profit of a comparative handful 
of incorporated stockholders? It will be 
marvelous, indeed, if the country, in an off 
year, and ata time when it is disposed to 
get rid of all ** bosses,“ will not at the same 
time vigorously relieve itself of all men and 
parties who propose to levy increased taxes 
on the necessities of life. 
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BLOOD-LETTING IN IRELAND. 

The Dublin Nation, in a spirited article 
headed“ Blood-Letting,” attacks the efforts 
which are being made to help Irishmen leave 
Ireland for this country. During the week 
closing May 18 it appears that 2,397 emigrants 
embarked at Queenstown for the United 
States, and for the next week few of 
the emigrants could obtain passage 
from Queenstown, the steerages were 
so full of those booked at Liver- 
pool. <All of these emigrants paid their 
own passage money, or it was paid for them 
by theirrelatives here, and yet in the face of 
this the Nation claims thatan added stim- 
ulus is supplied by organizations expressly 
formed to promote emigration, and it alludes 
to a meeting of wealthy Englishmen held at 
the residence of the Duke of Bedford, at 
which $50,000 were subscribed to help clear 
Connemara of its population. They ap 
pointed an agent, Mr. J. H. Tuke, to disburse 
the mofey, and in this work he apvears to be 
effectively helped by the Sheriffs, as will be 
seen by the following extract from the Gal- 
way Vindicator: 


Yesterday Mr. Tuke, indefatigable philan- 
tbropist who has taken the poor peasantry of 
Connemara under his speciai protection, and 
who believes thoroughiy that the only way to 
ametiorate tne condiuon of the Western High 
lands is to enable them to emigrate, dispatched 
no less than eigoty-six families to the Western 
World, The association whose agent Mr. Tuke 
is in carrying ou this emigradon scueme have 
made special arrangements with the manager of 
the Beaver Line, Mr. R. W. Roberta, for the call- 
ing at Galway of one of their splendid steamers 
oceasionally, when Mr. Tuke bas made bis se- 
lection from the numerous applicants in Con- 
nemara who are anxiousto take advantage of 
the opportunity of trying their fortunes in 
America, or of Joining their relations who have 
preceded them t the United States or Canada. 
For the past fortnight Mr. Tuke has been down 
ia Connemara, and bis project was vastiy as- 
sisted by the Sub-Sbheriff, who during the same 
period evicted over tity families from different 

roperties in that territory. Magy of these fam- 
ilies applied to Mr. Tuge and were at once 
booked fora voyage in the Lake Winnipeg, 
which arrived in Galway Harber yesterday 
morning about 5 o'clock.

of thousands of acres waiting eultivation 
and comfortable homesteads that might be 
made with a little help, no wonder that the 
more intelligent Irish see through the pur- 
pose of this attempt to banish the people 
from their own soil and protest against it. 
At the present rate of emigration it will not 
take many years to drain the country of 
its bone and sinew, leaving only a 
helpless handful at the mercy of the 
landlords, who can supply the places 
of those who are gone with a 
class of laborers that will make no resistance 
to oppression. And what is the fate of the 
thousands who are pouring over here and 
who might be employed in cultivating the 
soil with profit to themselves and their land- 
lords? Poverty in a strange land, helpiesly 
hanging about in the large citties, wretched- 
ness and suffering—for there is not work 
enough in the cities for them which they are 
able todo, They are the men and women 
most needed by Ireland who are leaving it in 
such immense numbers, aided by so-called 
British philanthropy, whose real purpose is 
apparent when Sheriffs and Constables help 


make it available, „„ 


THE YORKTOWN SPREE. 

The itemized bill of expenses for drinking 
during the recent junketing trip to York- 
town made by Congressmen and their for- 
eign guests is significant reading in these 
days of high beef, bread, and potatoes. 
The rum and tobacco represented lu the 
bill were consumed on the steamer be- 
tween Washington and Yorktown and at 
Yorktown, and figure as follows: Ma- 
deira, nine gallons and two dozen cases, 
$78: twenty-four gallons of sherry, $72; 
thirty gallons of brandy, $390; five gallons 
of port wine, $30; two cases and seventy-two 
gallons of whisky, $396; 180 cases of cham- 
pagne, $3,900; forty cases of claret, $400; 
three cases of Burgundy, $45; five cases of 
thine wine, $65; seven cases of Sauterne, 
$70; five barrels of bottled beer, $62; five 
cases ot Apollinaris, 802; two barrels of 
Bass" ale, $40; three bottles of American 
bitters, $3; two jugs of Curacoa, $3; three 
cases of Congress-water, $18; two cases of 
gin, $25; five gallons of rum, $45; three bar- 
rels of ginger ale, 852. This is the 
liquor account, and to serve this pro- 
vision three bartenders and two boys 
were paid for five days’ work $75. 
The gross amount represents 1,100 gallons of 
various kinds of liquors, ranging from gin- 
ger ale to rum, consumed in five days by 
somewhat less than 200 persons. A slight 
mathematical calculation shows that each 
person got away with something more than 
a gallon per diem, and, in exact numbers, five 
and a half gallons in the five days, compared 
with which premise the logical sequence of 
three cases of Congress water seems very 
small. The statistics of the smoking were 
well up with the drinking. During the five 
days there were consumed 10,300 cigars, cost- 
ing $1,454, and 2,000 cigarets costing 812.30. 
This implies a consumption of 2,000 cigars 
and 400 cigarets per diem, or an average per 
capita of ten cigars and two cigarets. As 
there were all told but about about fifty 
of the French, German, and English guests, 
it will be seen that the most of this remarka- 
ble guzzling and smoking was accomplished 
by Americans. It could not have been ac- 
complished by the Reception Committee and 
guests together, because it far exceeds the 
human capacities of such a limited number, 
hence there must have been a free bar. 

If this is a sampleof the manner in which 
the Government entertains, it is to be hoped 
that the Government will not go into enter- 
taining as a business, for it is dreadfully ex- 
pensive. Of course it is very easy for Con- 
gressmen to be free with other people's 
money, but itis very hard on the other peo- 
ple, especially when to entertain fifty people 
for five days it requires a stock of rum such 
as is usually carried by a large wholesale 
liquor house. It seems as if members of 
Congress might be able to convince a hand- 
ful of foreigners of their patriotism for their 
own country and their reverence. for the 
effete monarchies on something less 
than a gallon of liquor and. ten 
cigars a day, and it will oecur to 
the great public which has to spend its-own 
money and cannot get at the publie crib that 
in future it would be well to omit celebrat- 
ing victories and observe the defeats, in 
which case the vietors would de expected to 
entertain the vanquished and foot the bills. 
It may not occur to any members of the 
House that a jamboree of this kind, with 
free bars running, is an abuse of their privi- 
leges, or a disgrace to thetr position, ora prof- 
ligate waste of the public money in legisla- 
tive guzzling. It is rather amusing, the 
apologies of some of those concerned. Mr. 
Robinson, of New York, in the debate upon 
paying the bill, inquired whether the cuests 
drank all of the liquors, to which Mr. Tucker 
replied: If we had let them drink their 
health alone, we should have been black- 
guards, not gentlemen.” Dismissing the 
question as one of patriotic sentiment atid 
international comity, the, mathematical p 
portion of the amount consumed to 
number of healths drank at once suggests 
the question why it was necessary to drink 
each distinguished foreigner’s health several 
times a day for five successive days, and 
why it was necessary to physically Variegate 
his health in twenty different kinds of 
liquor, besides smoking it from morning to 
night to keep it well preserved. Such an 
enthusiastic and zealous apprehension for 
the health ot foreigners was never known 
before. We sin ly trust it was appre- 
ciated on their part, for there ought to be 
some redegming quality in such a spree as 
that of Yorktown. The helpless public per- 
haps will rejoice that the next centennial 
spree will have to be paid for by posterity. 

Litre Crete has taken advantage of the 
Egyptian crisis by putting in some petitions for 
reform.

Tur man Albert Young, who was tried in 
England recently for threatening the life of the 
Queen, has been sentenced to ten years’ penal 
servitude—a righteous retribution for his cow- 
ardly and atrocious offense. The motive of 
Young’s crime was to extort money from the 
royal family, which he tried to effect by writing 
to the Queen in the guise of un Irish priest, 
whose parishioners, angry at their eviction, bad 
organized a couspiracy to murder her and 
Prince Leopold. Unless the money were sent, 
he declared he would no longer weld bis flock 
in check, and be would absolve them if they suc- 
ceeded in murdering the Queen and der son. 
The London Standard, commenting upon the 
verdict, says: 

The cares of State weigh with sufficient heavi- 
ness on personages of her exalted rank without 
adding to the burden the worry of anonymous 
meyaces from needy raseals endeavuring to ex- 
tor€f money by savage and cowardly threats of 
murder. This form of crime is now getting to 
be so common in the worid that civilized com- 
munities cannot afford to trifle even with a 
youthful ruffian like Young, who, tempted by 
the chance of plunder, chooses, without mean- 
ing actual mischief, to masquerade as an assasin. 
It is necessary to teach such persons that they 
cannot witb impunity levy blackmail even upon 
monarchs.

The amendment attracted no attention, and 
the bill was passed and sent to the Senate. 
There it reached the order of third reading with- 
out scrutiny, being regarded as an unimportant 
Dill; but at that point a Senator discovered and 
disclosed the trick, and the bill was defeated.

Usaally ratiroad- build is the result of local 
necessities, and branches Gut as the demand for 
transportation facilities becomes sufficiently 
imperative. la the case of Mexico, American 
enterprise proposes to fit upon her a railway 
system which shall from the first rench all parts 
of the country. The various railroads now laid 
out reach the western coast of Mexico at the 
ports of Guaymas, Altata, Manzanillo, and Aca- 
pulco, taking in the coast-line from the middie 
of the Gulf of California to the extreme south, 
toward the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. On the 
Gulf the railway system will reach the ports of 
Matamworas, Tampico, and Vera Cruz, e in 
Yucatan a road is building from a n its 
northern coast to Valladolid, in the interior. 
The system contemplates the construction of 
three trunk roads running south from this coun- 
try. The Mexican Central approaches Mexico 
from our Southwest. It is under construction, 
and has Mexican subsidies, Federal and State, 
amounting to $30,923,400. e Mexican Natioual 
Road bas the more central location, and on Mon- 
day its construction had reached a point 110 
miles south of its starting point on the Rio 
Grande. It bas subsidies amou — to 50. 000. 
000. East of the Mexican National lies the line 
of the Gould-Degress road, the plaus of which 
have been approved by the Mexican Govern- 
ment. The Mexican Southern Koad, whose in- 
terests are in Gen. Grant's cure, nas the City of 
Mexico for its most northern pojut, and is to be 
the southern extension of the Gouid-Degress 
road. There are a number of small branch 
roads upon which work is doing, but so far — 
about 500 miles are built of the thousan 
miles contemplated by the plans. The enter- 
prises map out are as great as our system of 
railway connections with the Pacific Coast.

Barnes finally separated 
the men and wrenched the knife from 
Condon's band. He asked Powers if he was 
hurt, and the plucky teamster said be was not, 
refusing to accept ‘be services of a physician or 
carriage. It was at this time that t officer 
marched into the saloon and then marched but 


again. Condon followed the officer out, leaving 


his knife with Barnes. The latter started home 
with the wounded man a few moments later. 
They walked to Randolpa street and then, after 
riding to Ashland avenue ona car, walked to 
Powers’ boarding-hbouse. Dr. W. G. Clark was 
called. He found that Powers had been

near the navel, in the right groin, and in the left 
leg, and that be bad also received several slight 
cuts about the chest. The wounded man com- 
plained of little pain at first, and it was thought 
then that altbough ound in the abdomen 
was dangerous it mi t prove fatal. 

The landlady at t boarding-bouse stated 
that Powers continued to grow worse from the 
start. The knife bad penetrated bis bowels, and 
they bad failed to perform their functions after 
the wound was received. Dr. Clark 
visited the patient several times 3 

ay, ne Wednesday afternoon called in 
a co iting physician. They decided that the 
patient could not possibly survive, and then it 
the police were advi they had 
looking for Condon. Powers, while 
languishing in bed, was very reticent re- 
garding the fight. He bowever, 
that was Condon 
and that it was 
struck first. Powers was about 20 years old and 
bad relatives in Peoria, who were telegraped 
yesterday afternoon. 

It was learned that Powers and Condon had 
a quarrel in Barnes’ saioon a night or 
two before the stabbing, but they had shaken 
bands over the first quarrel and separated then 
appparentiy on good terms. Condon was 
in Barnes’ saloon Tuesday night and inquired 
as to Powers’ condition. Doubtless he received 
a pointer, for after that be made himeelf scarce. 

At last accounts the police were still looking 
for Condon. He is described as a hard case, 
about 25 years old.

DEATH OF THE THIEF MURPHY. 

Thomas Murphy, the thief shot by Officer 
Alexander Bold early Wednesday morning, died 
last evening at the County Hospital. Au hour 
or so before his death, which oecurred at 6 
o'clock, it was determined to operate upon bim, 
and he was accordingiy placed under the influ- 
ence of ether. The abdomen was then opened, 
and it was discovered that the intestines bad 
been punctured in no less than five places. 
Death was of course inevitable, and though 


caused by the ether, he could not survive the 
wound. 

The circumstances of the shooting are, briefly, 
as follows: About 2 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing Officers A. Bold and Con Murphy, traveling 
State street south of Twelfth, heard cries for 
help from the corner of Fourteenth. Upon ar- 
riving at that place they were informed that 
about $600 worth of plunder bad been taken by 
thieves who had just ran away from the corner. 
The officers started in pursuit, and caught three 
of the men back of O'’Sullivau’s saloon, No. 
1326 State street. They were taken into the 
saioon for identification, Officer Bold having 
hold of Thomas Murphy, who was making des- 
perate efforts to get away, and Officer Murpby 
baving tue other two. In the saloon Bold's man 
made a break to get away, and as be made a 
motion as if to draw a revolver, was shot by the 
officer and dropped to the floor. Bold then 
started to call the patrol wagon, and as soon as 
he got outside one of Murphy's prisoners broke 
from bim, and mixing with the crowd got out 
of the front door. iving the remaining pris- 
oner into the charge of the proprietor of the 
saloon, Murphy made an unsuccessful search for 
the man. in the meantime the wounded man 
had sneaked out of the back door and got away. 
He was afterward found at No. 1314 State street 
by Officer Granger and Lieut.

IMMIGRANT INSPECTION. 


THE BUSINESS OF MEETING THE INCOMING 
TRALNS. 

A reporter of THe Trisune last evening had 
an interview with Dr. W. T. Bundy, one of the 
six physicians recently appointed by the State 
Board of Health to inspect the immigrant traius 
in orderto prevent the importation of infectious 
Dr. Bundy said that the 
work intrusted to bimself and his colaborers had 
not yet passed the experimental stage. On 
June 1, he with Drs. Starweather and Kiernan, 
received his appointment, and Monday last 
Drs. De Bay, Farrell, and Newtou were ap- 
pointed. The Illinois State Board of Health 
bas charge of the matter under the direction of 
the National Board of Health. Congress appro- 
priated $100,000 for the expenses of the work, 
but Dr. Bundy did not know what the provis- 
ions of the act were as to the expenditure of the 
funds, except that the physicians employed were 
to receive payment for their services. 

In the course of a very brief interview the 
Doctor said that be bad charge of the trains ar- 
riving, over the Michigan Ceutral Road only, 
and could therefore speak of that road 
alone.

Where three trains errive 
each day | meet the first at Kalamazoo, ride on 
that to Niles, there take the second and do what 
Il can between Niles and Michigan City, and then 
come in on the third one. You can see that the 
examination has to be done hastily.”

TROUBLE WITH THE IMMIGRANTS ?” 

“Not with the foreigners, except to make 
them understand what is wanted of them. hut 
with some who have been a few months in the 
country and have picked up Yankee ideas there 
is some difficuity. But firmness goes a good way 
even with these, and there has been no trouble 
to amount to anything. It the immigrants have 
certificates of vaccination or can show marks 
that ends it. But it is an unfortunate 
fact that the way in which they are 
vaccinated On shipboard or at the port 
from which they debark is in. many 
instances very impeffect. You will tind their 
arms scratched, and that isabout all. They 
lave their certificates of such vaccination, but 
that is poor protection. Asto making 400 of 
them exhibit their arms, that is impossibie in 
the time at my command. We hope to get this 
matter systematized, but so far ‘we are only 
making a beginning.“

nationality residing in the vicinity of any of the

Stocks opened at an advance on the closing 
quotations of the day before.

But the strong 
European demand is not probable. Crops on 
the other side are making a good showing, and 
other markets have been opened to the Euro- 
pean commerce in consequence of the repelling 
prices which have been chargcd for American | 
breadstuffs. Cliques and construction com- 

panics loaded with stocks and bonds that they | 
must sell will find themselves in a dad fix if 
crops are good on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Nothing has enabled them to succeed except casy 
money. If it should continue to be necessary 
next fall, in default of a European demand 
for our products, to settle our trade bal- 
ances with specie the monetary effects could 
not fail to be serious to the overloaded cliques | 
of Wall street. The cheap food that would | 
bring prosperity to tne people would be very | 
likely first of All to bring ruin to the speculat- | 
ors carrying heavy loads of new stocks and 
bonds on borrowed money. | 

One of the almost incalculable elements of 
the stock market is the conduct of the European | 
investor and speculator. It has happened | 
before this, in the New York stock market, 
when things seemed to be on the verre of col- 
lapse, that the English investor has been seized 
with one of his periodical and unaccountable 
erazes for American stocks and has com- 
pletely revolutionized the situation. It 
the English and Dutch eshovlad now 
take the Reading, the Texas Pacific, and some 
other loans that are dying for the wani of a little 
foreign encouragement, the effect on the move- 
ment of gold and on the stock market would be 
magical. Money is pientiful in London, and the 
electric lightspeculation shows that there are 
plenty of people there ready for a venture. 

New York Central deciared a dividend of 2 per 
cent. Lake Shore, it was said, would follow with 
one as large, though it is not claimed by any one 
that it bas earned it. 

Manitoba declined from 136 to 131, as was nat- 
uralafter so sharpa rise as it has had in the 
last two weeks. A colossal speculation in real 
estate and everything cise has been raging in 
Winnipeg for some years. There are signs now 
that it is ready to burst. Such a reaction could 
not fall to affect the business of the Manitoba 
Road. 

With regard to the St. Paul stock “ dividend” 
it is now reported that it has not actually been 
made, but that the Directors have been author- 
ized by the stockholders to make it if they deem 
it advisable.

The p sof these bonds 
are to be used to pay for 400 miles of branch 
roads tributary to the Northern Pacific, 
which will be completed this year. The 
bonds are protected by a trailic guar- 
antee of the Northern Pacific, which 
will insure income sufficient to pay the interest 
and add 1 per cent to a sinking. fund. The 
branches are in Washington, Dakota,and Minne- 
sota. The President's circular, offering the 

nds to the,stockhoiders, cites the experienco 
of thie Union Pacific as an illustration of the 
wisdom of building such branches. By its sys- 
tem of branches the Union Pacific has built up 
its local traffic so that it now amounts to 90 per 
cent of the business between Omaha and Ogden. 
By the terms of the circular, the interest for 
two years isto be paid outof the proceeds of 
the bonds. At 90 the bonds would yield $7, 000,000, 
from which, deducting $960,000, the intcrest for 
two years, leaves the company $6,240,000 as the 
net proceeds. On the other hand, it does not 
become liable on its traffic guarantee for two 
years after the completion and acceptance of 
the roads.

There was a good shipping demand for 
corn, and it would bave been greater but that 
yessel-room was scarce. Oats were much 
stronger, and rye steadier, with more doing. 
Pork and meats again tended upward, the 
latter being very strong, while lard was tame, as 
usual. The trading all round was chiefly specu- 
lative. Foreign business was more dull than 
usual, as the recent rapid advance in prices here 
has carried our markets far above former limits, 
and they have not been materially increased.

The dry-goods market was without new feat- 
ures. Prices rule steady. Groceries were re- 
ported quiet, farmers being busy with their 
planting. There was an easier sugar market and 
a steudy feeling in other lines. Boots and shoes 
were dull. Clothing was also in limited demand. 
The millinery-goods market was reported mod- 
erately active, wits prices ruling firm. Nothing 
new was developed in the dried-fruit market. 
All descriptions were firm. Canned goods were 
firm with tomatoes and apples at an advance on 
the prices of ten days ago. Fish were active and 
firm. There was a firm market for choice but- 
ter, but low grades were weak. Oils remained 
steady excepting2 c decline in Linseed. 

Green fruits were in light supply and frm, 
strawberries especially averaging higber than 
the day previous. Eggs were steady at Ie per 
doz. Hides are inactive and unchanged. There 
is nothing new to note inthe condition of the 
trade in grease and tallow. Prices continue 
steady, with trade wenerally light. In metals and 
tinners’ ware all articles are firm, the stock of 
nails being reported as very small. owing to tho 
shutting down of the Eastern milis. Potatoes 
were atrifie easier for new, at $5.50G@6.25 per 
bri, with the few merchantable lots of old selling 
at 51.2500 1.80. Wool is fairly active and steady. 
In seeds flaxseed was dull and dc lower, with the 
bulk of the offerings undisposed of. Prices 
ranged at $1.26@1.9, the latter for cnoice seed. 
The crusbers were in council. Hungarian and 
millet were weak and lower, with little of either 
offering, Hungarian being quotable at $1.2%@ 
1.10 and millet at $1.12@1.25. Clover and timo- 
thy seeds were unchanged. Hay was weak and 
lower to sell. 

Lake freights were firm, with little room, 
either steam or sail, to be had. The rate on corn 
to Buffalo was quotable at 24%@2Xc, with the 
latter figure obtainable had steam room been 
offered.

There are several of the large 
line steamers in port, these have been for 
some time, and still are, largely supplied with 
miscellaneous or package freight, which has, 
until the recent advance, been more remuner- 
ative to the owners. 

Rail freights were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 lbs of grain and 3c on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was quoted dull at abeut Isc, the recent ad- 
vance here having cut out orders, 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 

St. Louis, Toledo, anu Detroit reported yesterday 
aggregated 8,000 bu. The shipments from the 
same ports were reported at 95, 000 bu. The ship- 
ments reported from New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baitimore were 43,000 bu.

Mr. Underwood, the Dixon miller who paid 
$1.42 in this market recently for wheat to grind, 
is not quite so much of a bull as he was then. 
He has just returned from a trip through South- 
ern Illinois, and gives a giowing account of the 
winter-wheat prospects. He says that every 
field as far north as Decatur will be in shock by 
June 25, and he did not see a fleld that will aver- 
age less than ten bu to the acre, while most of 
them will yield much more. The ground is gen- 
erally dry, and there is not army-worm enough 
to hurt, though he saw some. The rain has been 
fatal to the chinch-bugs. Altogether, there was 
never a better promise for winter wheat in this 
State, and the same is true of Kentucky. They 
were cutting around Cairo last week, and the 
reaper is now moving porthward rapidly. 

The newest thing in wheat is the buying of 
July regular and selling August spring at 
about 4c difference. The argument is that there 
will be a scarcity of winter wheat in July, be- 
cause it will then have scarcely begun to move, 
while the other will be plentiful a month later. 
Present conditions may be interpreted as ad- 
verse to this view. There certainly is no proof 
yet that tae country naturally tributary to Chi- 
cago has now growing enough spring wheat to 
promise us much after the home demand for 
seeding and flouring is met. With regard to the 
winter wheat one may say that Juty will witness 
a good supply further South, and a pressure of 
u few cents per bu to the disfavor of St. Louis 
and Toledo would bring it here in liberal vol- 
ume. 

Some little sarcasm was indulged in yesterday 
by the discovery thata lot of wheat had been 
shipped here over two different lines of railroad 
with the result of a whole gradb of difference 
in the inspection. ‘The arrivals by one line were 
inspected as No. 2, and the arrivals by the other 
line were inspected as No. 3. It the matter had 
been one of a single car-load in either case it 
might not have excited much comment. But 
the number is sufficiently large to indicate that 
two inspectors may have a different standard of 
Opinion with regard to quality that will give 
anything but uniformity in grades. The matter 
is being inquired into.

RIOT, NOT RELIGION. 


The Illegal Performances of the So-« 
Called Salvation Army on Morgan 
Street. 

The following letter was received yesterday: 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
CHICAGO, June &—In the name of an out- 
raged community 1 wish to protest through 
your columns against the disgusting nightly dis- 
turbances which take place ina tent recently 
pitched on Morgan street, near Madison, by the 
so-called Salvation Army.“ Until late every 
even we are compelled to listen to their crazy 
methods of revival work, consisting mostly of a 
succession of fanatical, blood-curdling sbrieks, 
groans, and exclamations, which are kept up 
well towards midoigbt.

There is sing- 
ing by the squad, who have strong lungs and 
can be beard a block off; next, Capt. 
Harry appeals tothe sinners; and when he 
gets through there is more singing, and another 
of the guard talks—sometimes a woman, 
who has hysterics, and she cre- 
ates a great commotion, waking all the 
children in the neighborhood who slept through 
the other part of the performance. The 
“army” bas been in camp on Morgan street for 
about two weeks, the lot they occupy being 
owned by ex-City Engineer Chesbrough, a quiet 

ntleman who can't hear the noise, as he is in 
troit. A meeting is held every weekday 
evening from 7 to haif-past 10, and on Sunday 
from 6 in the morning until far into the night.

WILD HOGS. 


Attacking Farmers and Killing and De- 
vouring Sheep in Burlington Connty, 
New Jersey. 

Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 

Brown's Miura, N. J., June 2.—A drove of 
full-grown wild bogs, made savage and desper- 
ate by hunger, have been roaming up and down 
the highways of Burlington County for a week 
past, attacking travelers, killing and devour- 
ing sheep, dogs, and poultry, and in 
several cases driving farmers from their work 
in the telds. During the War, a mother and 
litter of pigs belonging to J. L. Crampton, a far- 
mer of this county, took refuge in the swamps, 
and became as wild and savage as peccaries. 
From that litter of pigs have sprung all the wiid 
hogs that live or have lived in the miles of 
swampy and unoreclaimed land in Burlington 
and adjoining counties since i184. Between 
1870 and 1875 several were killed by hunt- 
ers, and during the severe winter of 1577 those 
farmers who had euffered by the depreda- 
tions of the wild porkere made arrangements 
for a great drive-hunt. Seventy men and boys 
on foot and horseback took part in the drive, 
which lasted four hours and ended when thirteen 
hogs, weighing from 100 to 20 pounds each, 
were killed. The hogs were barbecued on 
Chrisatmas-Day. and several huadred people as- 
gem bied to enjoy the feast, which, however, did 
not prove as sati¢factory as was expected, the 
meat betng too highly flavered with fish, pine- 
cones, and other aromatic but unpalatable 
things that the swine had fed upon. 

This hunt bad the effect of making the bogs 
that escaped retreat to the depths of the swamp 
and become wilder than ever. A few pigs are 
Killed by bunters every winter; but, as the bunt- 
ing bas to be done over bogs and creeks, and 
through almost impenetrable underbrush, none 
but enthusiastic «portsmen attempt it. It fs 
said that in the summer season the old ones de- 
vour the pigs, and that in the winter the 
strongest kill and eat their weaker com- 

anions. “OK” John Pateman, a pro- 
essional pot-hupter, deciares that in 

188 be saw ten or fifteen wild bogs attack the 

weakest one in the drove, and, after they bad 

killed and ate it, they at once attacked another; 
but the second made such a desperate resist- 
ance that it was not killed for nearly an bour. 

Last winter the wild bogs were unusually bold. 
articularily in the neighborhood of the Ryan, 

Pairfieid. and Big Pine Swamps. There ie more 

mash in and about these swamps than anywhere 

else in the county, and consequently the hogs 
centre there in search of food. 

On Friday, May W. a drove of five attacked a 
horse that James Cooke was driving along the 
Brown's Mills turnpike. Cooke endeavored to 
drive through the swine, but his horse became 
so frightened that be refused to move in de- 

red direction. The horse wheeled, ho 
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boar, killed and devoured dogs on the farm 
of Joshua Ludwig, four miles to the south. 

On Tuesday last Hiram B. lay saw his 
flock of sheep running wildly around their past- 
ure field. Supposing they were attacked 
by dogs, Barclay got his gun and ran to the 
field, where be found five ae „ ou a 
nice, fat merino ewe. Barciay d ctippied 
a brown hog, and the others retreated rapidly. 
He killed the crippled hog with another shot 

On the follow day the same band of b 

ave chase to a farmer named Murphy, who 
ives in Tally-ho and was dri home en 
the porky pirates sighted bim. They raided 
John Tierney’s poultcy-yard on N even- 
ing. and remained there all t On Wednes- 
day morning, Tierney, who ise a farm- 
band, was unable to leave the house on 
account of the hogs roamed around 
the yard in search of live or dead food. 
As Tierney had no zun, he, his wife, and three 
daughters were compelled to remain in-doors 
watching their blockaders chasing chickens and 
ducks around the yard until noon, when tne 
four hogs troo away,and ‘tierney came at 
once to Brown's Mills and told his story. A 
hunting party of eleven men Was organized, and 
the pursult of the bogs began. The trail was 
followed from Tierney’s. place to Big Pine 
Swamp, where two of the hogs were killed. Two 
eacaped, and after them the dogs and hunters 
went across country, through quaking bogs, and 
muddy creeks, and underbrush, and clumps of 
pine woods, until at last the game was brought 
to bay. In the battle that ensued two 
dogs were killed and half-a-dozen others 
were wounded by the tusks of the swine. 
Seven bullets killed one of the hogs, and 
thirteen were fired into the other beast, a 
black boar—no doubt the one that had Cooke 
up the tree. The hunters Saw no other hogs 
during this chase; but itis said that a number 
live in the Ryan “mash, eigat or tine miles 
south ot this place. The beads of the four hogs 
killed on Thursday were on exhibition here yes- 
terday, and attracted a great deal of attention. 
Two of them, a black and a brown, were pur- 
chased by Gen. Husted, and will be sent to Phil- 
adelpbia, handsomely mounted, and used as 
ball-ornaments. 


A PRINCE OF CATHAY. 


The King of Siamese Mah-Brother to 
Visit America Shortly-His Royal 
Hichness at Present a Licn in Lon- 
don-—King Chulalionkern’s Prosper- 
ous Reign. 


New Tork Mail. 

Society at Newport and other resorts patron- 
ized by the world of fashion will this summer 
have a new visitor to lionpize. No less a per- 
sonage than an Asiatic Prince of royal blood is 
to visit this country, and his arrival may be ex- 
peeted very shortly. Prince Prisdang, 4 haif- 
brother of the King of Siam, and a member of 
the Cabinet, left his native country some six 
months ago for an extended tour through con- 
tinents other than that on which he was bora. 
It is not for pleasure alone that he is treveling, 
but to study as well the manners, customs, 
laws, civil and military institutions of Caucas- 
sian civilization. Since the reign of the father 
of the present King an enligbtened and states- 
manilike policy bas pervaded the councils of the 
Siamese Government, and the King is anxious to 
place bis thriving country On a level with those 
of Europe. For this purpose the entire court 
has been urged to devote itself to the study of 
Western language and literature, and encour- 
aged by the example of the King bimeelf, bas 
made remarkable progress. Prince Prisdang is 
well versed in European manners, speaks several 


n fluently, and has a decided taste for 
polite literature. He was expected to have 
sailed from London last month, but as no noti- 
fleation bas as yet reached Mr. David B. Sickles, 
ex-United States Consul to Siam, it is to be pre- 
sumed that he will not leave the seat of the British 
Government while political questions are at such 
fever heat as at present. hile in this country 
he will be chaproned by Mr. Sickles and Col. 
Vose, of the Seventy-first Regiment. These 
gentlemen are making arrangements to secure 
the Prince a hearty welcome upon his arrival, 
and provide every facility to enable dim to ful- 
fill the objects of bis journey. He will remain 
in this country for seve months. Amon 
other things be will make a thorough study o 
the National-Guard system, its mode of organ- 
ization, maintenance, and arming. The Seven- 
ty-first Regiment will, therefore, be very at- 
tentive to bim. Col. Vose has received the score 
of the Siamese national air, entitied Sang Kre- 
seam Barami, ani the bandmaster of the regi- 
ment is now at work rehearsing it with his men. 
At Washington Secretary Frelinghuysen win 
take charge of the arrangements for his wel- 
come, and a reception worthy of bis rank will 
be tendered bim. He will then make an ex- 
tended tour through the West, as also through 
the manufacturing towns of the East, and thus 
his visit, while ioteresting and instructive to 
himeelf, bids fair to afford another outlet for 
the products of American industry. 

The Kingdom of Siam came into prominent 
notice some two years ago, when Somditeh Pura 
Paramonde Maha Chulalonkorn, the reigning 
King and present incumbent of the throne, de- 
cided to go to England, to be himseit the bearer 
to Queen Victoria and the Prince of Wales of 
the Order of the White Elephant. His Majesty 
is one of the most enlightened representatives 
of Asiatic royalty, and the manner in which he 
dealt with thewroubles ereated by the secret so- 
cieties of Chinese laborers in bis Kingdom, the 
solicitude shown by him as to the commercial 
prospects of bis country, and his wunificence in 
the prosecution of the works, canals, roads, and 
harbor surveys necessary for the development 
ot commerce bave secured him the warm qpo- 
operation of the representatives of European 
Powers in his States. The King is bimself a 
Buddbist of the Buddhists, for in the estimation 
of a large section of bis coreligionists be stands 
at the head of the faith, being the son of a 
priest whom the priests of Ceylon them- 
selves recognized as the premier bBudd- 
hist in the East. Nevertheless __reli- 
gions alike are welcomed, and a glance 
at the Banwkok Directory shows how extensive- 
ly Roman Catholic and Protestant missions have 
availed themseives of the monarch’s liberal 
views. The present King of Siam, the fortieth 
of the line, ascended the throne in 1868, succeed- 
ing bis father, the great priest Prince, whose life 
was among the most remarkable in Kastern bis- 
tory. while his talents and accomplishments ex- 
ceeded probably those of any previous Asiatic 
ruler. orn to the throne, this great monarch 
deprived of it by the sudden death of his father, 
while be himself was a child, his friends, fearing 
for his life, dedicated him to the service of the 
temple. Until beyond his th year the Prince 
remained à priest, studying with rare diligence 
all that Eastern missionaries and the Siamese 
hierarchy could teach him, 1 up all 
bope of ever ascending the throne. e reigning 
King, bowever, died, and, instead of beme suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, the people called the 
priest to the throne, and the character of his 
rule justified their choice. As a ruler the 
fatner of the present King gave Siam its first 
important impulse toward reform and civiliza- 
tion, and in bis own person set an example of 
industry and enlivhtenment which was a mar- 
vel. His Sanserit studies made hiui recognized 
in the East as a veritable sage, while his scien- 
tific attainments astonish the Western sa- 
vants who visited bis kingdom to observe the 
eclipse of the sun. On arriving they found that 
the royal astronomer, absolutely unaided, baq; 
already accurately forecast all the cireum- 
stances of the phenomenon and could discuss 
with them in Englien the most abstruse points 
of meteorological research. As an author he 
was not alone voluminous and erudite, but prac- 
tient also, compiling, bimself, manuals for 
schools and examinms the scholars in person 
penodically, preparing calendars for public use, 
and other works of the same kind. is family, 
eighty-four in number by thirty-five members 
of his barem, all married after he was 0 years 
of age, were educated to 4 certain standard; 
but the eldest sons, the present King among 
them, received more than ordinary tuition. 

King Chulaionkorn bas. therefore, ascended 
the throne enjoying advantages pot possessed 
by any of his predecessors, and during the 
fourteen years that he has reigned his govern- 
ment bas been exempiary.

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HUMAN SACRIFICES. 


Sanguinary Religious Rites of the In- 
dian Khonds, 
New York Wor'ld. 

The news which reaches us by cable today of 
the hideous atrocities committed by the Khonds 
in the Town of Bhownapatna, in India, where 
over 400 victims have been slaughtered, is prob- 
ably not exaggerated. Its accuracy, untort- 
unately, is vouched for by the ghastly detail that 
parts of the flesh of the victims bave been distrib- 
uted among such Khonds as had not joined in the 
affair, this being a signal for them 10 rise and 
join in the revolt. From time immemorial hu- 
man sacrifices have been a part of the customs 
and religion of this strange people, which pre- 
sent many aualogies with the most repulsive 
features of the old Aztec system in Mexico. 

The Khonds seem to have been pianted in 
India long before the conquest of the country 
by the Hindoos, and still occupy a considerable 
territory near the northwest suores of the Gulf 
of Bengal. They wear a single garment reach- 
ing to the knees, and a red cloth wound about 
the head, and are armed with «knives and 
javelins, like the savage Gauls and Germans 
before the Roman era. The origin of human 
sacrifices among the Kbonds is complieteiy 
lost, but the object of these sacrifices 
was to gain the good graces of their goddess, 
“The Barth, whom they worship as the Ger- 
mans did Hertha. Whenever the tribe was 
scourged by au epidemic, 2 by tigers, or 
overwheimed with a food, human sacri- 
tees were at once made to appease the 
wrath of “The. Harth.” The Hindoos 
who came among the Khonds to traſhe 
in various commodities were made the 
go-betweens for the purchase of human beings, 
who were taken in exchange for fowls, abeep, 
and other commodities. Their goddess was sat- 
isfied with victimes of any age or sex, but was 
supposed to have a preference for children. The 
victim thus purchased was called a meria, and 
was well treated, often fora number of years, 
before being sacrificed at the shrine of the god- 
dess. The similarity in this point to a well- 
known Aztec practice is striking. 

When some calamity came upon the tribe, the 
priest, interpreting the will of the goddess, 
called for the death of the victim, which, how- 
ever, Was not consummated for three days— 
days of misery to the victim and of rejoicing to 
the whole tribe. The Urst day was taken up 
with prayers and feasting; on the second the 
victim, clad in new white garments and crowned 
with flowers, was conducted touasmali and sa- 
cred grove reserved for such purposes. Here 

he was bound to a stake, and the crowd came 
with offerings of flowers. oil, and saffron. Du- 
ring the night the manner of the sacrifice was 
decided On by the priests. On the third day the 
meria was taken tothe place of death, where, 
after the priest had made an incision in his 
breast with a Koife, the crowd at once 
huried themselves on 
being and tore bim to 
sound of infernal music 
yelis. All being over, each took his own way, 
carrying with him à piece of esu as an offering 
to his household god. In some districts it was 
customary to fill a treneh with the blood of a 
newly-fitied hog. In this the merie was first 
stifled, and them the dismemberment took place. 
That the number of victims thus slaughtered 
was considerable is plainly shown by tnq fact 
that on one occasion the English troops re- 
leased nine merias from one email valley. 

The English Government by great exertions 
had almost entirely suppressed these borrivie 
practices some years ago, and it Was thougbt as 
effectually as Thuggee, but this late atrocious 
outbreak shows that the ancient spirit of the 
Khonds has only been sleeping. This san- 
guinary tribe have also been in the habit for 
ages of destroying female children under the 
belief that all the evil influences of humanity 
are concentrated in the female sex.

ARRESTED YESTERDAY FOR FORGERY. 


The warrant was based on the complaint of Paul 
E. Williams, a special agent of the Treasury, 
stationed at Indianapolis. 

It sets out that on or about the 20th of May, 
1882. at Chicago, with intent to defraud one 
Jacob J. Walser, Sims feloniously altered and 
passed a certain falsely-made and forged obliga- 
tion of the United States—a check drawn by 
Fred Tuetier, Pension Agent at Indianapolis, 
upon the Assistant Treasarer at New York, for 
$1,000, payable to the order of James H. Keese, 
and purporting to be indorsed by Reese.

A TRIBUNE reporter saw him before he was 
locked up, and he said he didn’t know what the 
barge was,but thought the thing could be 
truigutened gut so that he wouldn't get the 
worst of it.

So he took the smallest draft, which called for 
$157. and took it toa man from whom he bought 
his groceries, as he had in hundreds_of cases, 
and got the cashfor it. He gave Heese the 
money, and received a draft for $1,000, telling 
him 1 would take seven or eight days to go 
through the bank. As Meese had plenty of 
money the delay made no matter. Sims took 
the draft to Walser, who had cashed pensioners’ 
checks for him lots ot times, and told him to send 
it through his bank. Walser did so, and the 
money came back all right, and was paid by 
Walser to Sims, and by the latter to 
Reese. Supposing the remaining check for 
$1,000 was straight, he took it to Lothhoiz, who 
put it in his bank, Dut in a week or so Lothholz 
— a notice that the pensioner had been paid 
fore.

Washington Street Boulevard Gutters. 
Zo the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, June 8.—Not only as a resident upon 
Washington boulevard, but asa physician who 
cares for the sanitary condition of its inhabit- 
ants, and particularly that of his own family, I 
ask the Park Commissioners that from healthful 
considerations, if for no other, the agreements 
promised usin the ordinance should be carried 
out as to gutters. Uuless these gutters are put 
ina bole will be made by horses before every 
hitching-post along the street, which will not 
only make it unsightiy, but dangerous; and the 
rocks pawed up will lie loosely ail over the 
street, soon the street will be covered with filth, 
and from its crowning shape this filth will be 
carried to the curbing-stones, and much of it 
will remain and seep througb the macadam, fill- 
ing the soil with matter that will constantly emit 
malaria before every door on Washington street. 
This secret enemy (malaria) is a poison that can- 
not be guarded against too carefully, and I do 
hope our Park Commissioners will see to it that 
these gutters are not only put in according to 
contract, but as perfect as they can be made, so 
as to carry off readily all filth and discharge it 
into the sewer, where it belongs. 

Our Commissioners deserve great praise for 
what they have done for Washington street so 
far.

The Germ Theory of Disease and 
Pheule Acid. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribuna, 

EVANSTON, June 8.—The idea that some of the 
diseases to which man and animais are subject 
result trom the presence in the system of minute 
organisms or germs is one that has been in dis- 
pute by physicians and scientists for along time. 
The arguments in favor are mainly founded on 
analogy. Until quite recently it has not been 
entertained by any one that any diseases ex- 
cepting those knuwn and admitted to be con- 
tagious were the result of taking into the system 
living contagium particles or germs which pro- 
duced the morbid phenomena by propagation, 
multiplication, and growth. Small- pox, scariet- 
fevet, measies, whooping-cough, and mumps are 
the principal contagious diseases, and there may 
be some grounds for believing that some of 
them are caused by germs. The recent claims 
made through the public prints that a great ma- 
jority, if not all, of the serious diseases to which 
mankind is gubject—as cancer, consumption, 
diphtheria, typhoid or malarial fever, etc.—are 
caused by germs, or bacilli, or bacteria, is a 
startling assertion which claims the profound 
attention of medical men. . 

Tyndall's recently-published letter on this sub- 
ject claims that Koch has furnisbed abundant 
evidence that consumption is caused by a living 
germ, bacilli; that the bacilli multiply and grow; 
that they swarm in the breath of the sufferer 
and in sputa; and that if they enter the systems 
of the persons by whom he is surrounded it will 
establish in them the same disease. Notwith- 
standing Mr. Tyndall is an eminent scholar and 
reliable authority on scientitic subjects gen- 
erally, he knows nothing about consumption, 
and Koch, like many other eminent physicians 
that we can think of if we look back over medi- 
cal history, has gone astray on a subject that he 
has made ahobby. He has a germ theory bias, 
and his bias makes bim see things that a dis- 
interested observer could not discover. Germ 
or no germ, consumption is not contagious. 
There are thousands of physicians of observa- 
tion and experience who stand ready to sub- 
stantiate that statement and furnish in itesup- 
port the most abundant proof. 

Accepting in their entirety the ideas of Pas- 
teur and Koch in regard to germs, it is an easy 
step to the position of lat—a universal 
panacea for all the serious ilis to which human- 
ity is subject. In this early stage of the phenic- 
acid craze—which to an observer seems like the 
bivue-giass mania of a few years ago (for phenic- 
acid bottles with Déclat’s name upon them are 
as frequently to be seen throughout the country 
now as blue glass was when that craze was at its 
hight)—it cannot be pronounced without founda- 
tion. But this much can be said of it, that, if it 
is true, it will create the most stupendous revo- 
lution in medicine the world has ever known. 
All true philanthropists would hail the approach 
of that period with infinit delight. The theory 
in a few words is simply this: All serious dis- 
eases are cau by presence, in the system 
of infinitesimal microscopic animalcules. called 
germs or bacteria, which by their propagation 
and multiplication cause derangement of func- 
tion, impairment of structure, and finally death. 
A purified carbolic acid, ealled phenic acid, such 
as lat makes, or sells, or recommends, will 
kill the animal without hurting the patient, and 
consequently cure the disease. 

If that is true, as we all most devoutly wish, 
we are on the eve of a physical millenium in 
which disease and suffering will be beard of 
no morein the land. In that happy time in the 
near future there will be no “es goes! for physi- 
cians, and ali the great army of medical practi- 
tuoners, including the 800 now at St. Paul, can 
pack up tbeir boluses and pellets, stop their 
study and research, as well as their wrangling 
about patbies and precedence, ana turn their at- 
tention to some other method of serving man- 
kind and ining a livelihood. I know of one 
who already bas the promise of a situation as 
cashier in a when the milienium shall have 
arrived. 

All the practice of medicine that will then be 
necessary willbe to make Dr. Déclat or some 
other competent person Superintendent of an 
immense phenic-acid factory and establish de- 
pots for its distribution throughout the country, 
and let each individual kill bis own animalcules 
whenever he gets any.

The True Story of Charles Summer's 
Brother and the Czar. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, June 8.—If a story is worth telling 
it is weil to have it told correctly.

COLORADO ENJOYMENT. 


Some Interesting and Amusing Expe- 
riences of a Sheep-Herder. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

DAVENPORT, Ia., June 6.—In a Western hotel, 
not long since, with a number of others, your 
correspondent sat and listened to Aaron Cotant 
tell his experience ona Colorado sheep-ranch; 
and, while amusing, the narrative was not void 
of information. He told his story, in a comical 
fashion of his own, about us follows: 

“I bad a cousin out in Colorado, a sheep- 
rancher; and he wrote to me and offered me $15 
a month and board in summer and $25 in winter 
to go out to his ranch and herd sheep. He said 
it would be enjoyment to do that kind of work. 
Maybe he would call it enjJoyment—strange en- 
joyment I should say. Before 1 got through 
with it, I thought I would rather have good board 
and no $15 per mouth. 

“ When [first went to my cousin’s ranch, I 
thought it was a fine place—visiting you know. 
for the first two weeks; but I soon found out 
when he sent me fifty miles out to the sheep- 
ranch. Fifteen dollars and board! You ought 
to have seen the meat. I took a slice of it about 
a foot long, and tried to cut it with a sharp 
knife—mind you, we did all our own cooking— 
and couldn't cut that meat at all, then I took it 
by either side with both bands, and, sitting on 
the little round stool, tried to tear it. Well, 1 
braced both feet, and tugged with all my might, 
until my hands slipped off; then over I went 
backwar All in a heap. 


“ Then that man out there! There was only 
one beside myself. When I came back to my 
cousin's after a days experience, my cousin 
asked me why I didn't like sheep-herding, and 
told him I was afraid lmight turn sheep my- 
self. Why, that man out there, he had hair 
clear down his back, and I was afraid of him, 
and couldn't sleep the first night for watch- 
ing him, for fear he would ‘give me one.’ 
He asked me why I coulan’t sleep, and 1 told 
him I was watching the sheep; but it was him I 
was keeping my eyes open for, for he had two 
rows of cartridges clear round his belt, and I was 
afraid some of them might go off in the night 
and bit me. 

“That long hair! Why, I asked the fellow 
how old he was one day, and be said: Do you 
mean toinsultme?’ I thought be must bea 
bundred years old from the length of his bair. 

“Then the sleeping! Why, we lay right in 
among the sheep, with half a straw in a bag on 
a plank fora bed. The dog, and us, and the 
sheep all slept together; and I could put out my 
hand on one side and touch the sheep and on 
the other and touch the dog; but you betl 
didn’t touch the dog for fear the beast would 
bite me. And I believe that man was lousy, and 
I bad rather sleep with the sheep than him. 

“ You see I wasn’t armed, and the other fellow 
had two big revoivers sticking out of his belt; 
and I didn't dare say much, for every time I said 
a word be would look down at his beit full of 
cartridges. 

“He asked me one day if I was afraid of any- 
thing. and said: Never you miad, I protect you.’ 
Protect nothing! I was more afraid of him and 
his two rows ol cartridges than I was of anything 
else. What was 1 todo if he took a notion to 
‘give me one’ out there, fifty miles from civili- 
tion? Throw a sheep at his head? That was all 
the —— — had. 

“Then the cookmgl— the way we cut our beef |! 
When I went there the meat was lying on the 
floor in the corner of the shanty, and two or 
three sheep lying on it. Fifteen a month and 
board!—Il should say board! And, when we 
went to cut the meat, we took an ax with an 
edge about as wide as your finger, and pounded 
it off. Then, when we took a piece of that meat 
about an inch thick, and commenced to fry it in 
the skillet, it would sweilup as high as the top 
of the skillet, as though it was alive. That was 
board for you, and cook your own meals! Now, 
wasn't t tine? Enjoyment? Yes—that’s 
beautiful enjoyment for those that like it—but I 
never could get used to it; and I believe if I had 
staid there a year I should have gone clean crazy. 
But there wasn't any place to jump off there 
the land was all level about the place. 

Then there were the jack rabbits. That fel- 
low with the long hair told me to watch them to 
see that they didn't kill the sheep. You better 
believe [bad my hands full — the jack - 
rabbits— that man and myselt. I was more 
afraid of the rabbits getting me than I was of 
them getting the sheep. Why, they were as big 
as a horse, and I believe one of em could leap 
clear across the street at one jump. One of em 
was big enough to swallow a sheep whole. 

“That fellow out there on the ranch, fifty 
miles from home, was always making game of 
me. and he kept mein fear of my life all the 
time. Why, one day I saw a little bird, and took 
after it to catchit. 1 did catch it. and I would 
have been giad to bave let it go again, for it was 
a little owl, and ran its claws in on my wrist with 
all its might. The more I would pull to get the 
claws out the more, the little beast would stick 
his claws in. Well, that fellow said, Hold still. 
and I'll shoot it otf!” and took out bis revolvers 
to do it; and he would have shot at the bird if I 
hadn't holleréd at bim to hoid on or he would 
shoot me. Then we both pulied at the ugiy 
thing, and finally got it off; but you better 2 
lieve I never caught another owl. 

“When I went out on the ranch, m n 
told me that I wouldn’t bave any trouble with 
the sheep, for they were tame. Tame! I should 
say tame. You ought to have seen them when 
the wind came papas could run like deers, 
and 1 ran after m until my wind ve out. 
They say the air is light out there; and I should 
(Say it was too light to chase sheep five or six 
‘miles on a dead run. I stopped after a bit, and 
the other herder asked me why I didn’t keep on. 
i told him I was no horse; but didn’t dare sa 
much, for I saw him looking at his revolvers.

How an Eccentric Lawyer Disposes of 
the Bulk of His Estate. 
Patladeiphia Times, June 5. } 

Lucas Hirst, the lawyer, who died on Saturday 
morning of typhoid fever, bequeaths uearly the 
whole of bis fortune, valued at $180,000, toward 
the foundation of a free law library in Philadel- 
phia for the use of poor members of the pro- 
fession. Mr. Hirst started in life forty years 
ago without a cent, and throughout his career 
was known for his saving disposition. It was in 
Attorney-General! Brewster's office that he was 
first employed as office-boy, his duty being 
principally to sweep the floor and run errands. 
Here he contracted a love for law and used to 
spend bours in poring over the volumes in his 
master’s library. In 1845 he was called to the 
bar and rented a small room at the top of a 
building where the Lae otfice now stands, and 
there he could be found long past midnight wad- 
ing through the most a and learned law 
treatises the light of a small tallow candle. 
In time he began with a tremendous amount of 
labor to make a little money, and he on 
the principle of saving something daily, what- 
ever might be his receipts. Sometimes at the 
outset be would earn only S cents in a day, and 
out of this small sum six cents went for food, a 
few more paid his rent, and whatever remained 
was added to his little hoard. By and by he got 
to be known among the poorer classes tor bis 
ability and the small fees which he accepted. 
He was employed largeiv by criminals who had 
not much money, aad these he generally man- 


aqua to get off. 
ua few years he moved toa room in a house 
on Seventh street, next door to the Philadelphia 
Bible Society. His whole furniture consisted of 
a table two and a half feet in hight, which 
been presented to him by an olticer of one of 
the courts who admired his ability. By d 
his little office got to be better known and was 
thronged by persons eager for advice. From 
some of bis clients he received half a dollar, and 
from others Divorce cases conducted 
tor $30. He amassed more and more money, 
and a suit brought by a Market street merchaut 
named Tamms, which he conducted and won, 
seems to have been the turning-point in bis ca- 
reer. Tamms was so delighted that he present- 
ed Hirst with $100,a sum he never dreamed of 
receiving for a single case. fortune 
did not turn his head or make him spend one 
cent more than the little pittance which he al- 
lowed himself and which he never exceeded. 
He went right away and invested the nundred 
dollars, and it formed the nucleus for a fortune 
to which he added cent by cent till at the time of 
bis death he was poese of nearly ’ 
The actual sum which he allowed himseir for 
food and lodging is thought never to have ex- 
ceeded $10 a week at any time of his life. Prop- 
ably the average was or He was 
always badly dressed, and bis friends often won- 
dered for what purpose he was saving. The idea 
of founding a law library only came to bim a 
few years ago, but it is conjectured that he 
always meant to leave his money to charitable 
institutions. While lately hunting up something 
about an old law he went to the Law Institution, 
and, pointing to a book, asked if he could bor- 
row it fora few moments. He was told that on 
payment of $4), a year’s subscription, he could 
inspect any volume in the library, but otber- 
wise they would not allow him to. Greatly dis- 
gusted, he returned to bis office, and throwing 
himseif into a chair protested that there should 
be a free law library in every city of the Union. 
“ When I die,”” he said in the presence of several 
friends, * I will leave $100,000 toward the found- 
ing of one.“ This was treated as a joke, but as 
he repeated it on several occasions, every one 
became convinced of bis determination to do so.

THE HAMILTON SALE. 


Some of the Treasures Which Beckford 
Collected and Which Are New to Be 
Scattered. 

Cable dispatches announce that the sale of the 
great Hamilton Library will take place on the 
30th inst. The London News says: Some idea 
of the extent of the sale of what belongs to 
Hamilton Palace may be realized by stating that 
the illustrated catalogs are to be sold at the price 
of one guinea. The magnificent Ducal residence 
of Hamilton, which has always been known as a 
palace,“ is to be all but gutted of its precious 
contents, which will be scattered to tue four 
quarters of the worldin a London sales- room. 
Pictures by the first masters, rare sculpt- 
ures, ancient vases, cabinets of the most 
curious and costly workmanship, a library 
with a world-wide celebrity, objects 
of historical interest—a collection which it has 
taken centuries to bring together—is coming at 
last to that end which all collections seem to 
reach—the hammer. The Beckford and Hamil- 
ton libraries will go to one salesroom and the 
other objects will pass through the great redis- 
tributing o of Christie & Manson. The peo- 
ple about Hamilton are under the idea that 
after this great break-up Duke will never 
again visit the ancestral t of his family. 
Many rumors are current in the locality just 
now, and the probability of the palace being 
sold or shut up is taiked of—even its transforma- 
tion into a bydropathic establishmeat is one of 
the future possible contingencies. There are 
many old traditions connected with Hamilton, 
and its still older name of Cadzow, which will 
linger round the locality—tne hammer of the 
auctioneer cannot dissipate these. When great 
houses pass through trials and turning points in 
their history, any striking coincidence omes 
a matter of interest and is noted. One of these 
has just turned up in connection with the events 
now — — at Hamilton. 

The title of the Duke of Hamilton dates from the 
12th of April, 1668. and the curious coincidence 
in connection with this date is that on the 12th 
of April last the anniversary of the creation of 
tne Dukedom, the officials of Christie and Man- 
son ap at the palace and began their 
work of dismantling and packing off the various 
articles to Londen. Had this happened in the 
early ages, when seers with second sight were 
common and bards were the historians, it would 
have been sent down to posterity with many ad- 
ditions, and been one of the noted features of a 
Stirring tale. As itis, there is a gloom around 
Hamilton at what is taking place. When the 
subject is mooted ominous shakes of the head 
are given, and dolorous remarks pass from 
mouth to mouth. The great development of the 
iron and coal trade in the Valley of the Clyde 
bas not tended to improve the neighborhood of 
Hamilton as a situation for a country seat; 
chimneys are now ali round pouring out clouds 
of smoke, and some of them are uncomfortably 
close to the palace. They have invaded the 
ancient forest of Cadzow, and the rugged old 
oaks will not have the little greenness which is 
still left to them improved by the smoke, nor 
will the old breed of wild white cattie, supposed 
by some to be the original breed of the old Cale- 
donian forests, remain so secluded and pure in 
color as they have been. This may explain why 
the palace at Hamilton has had such seldom 
visits in the past from its present head and why 
the visits are likely to be still more angelic in 
the future. 

To the literary world the sale of the Beckford 
Library will be a great event. It is said to con- 
tain about 800 volumes of MSS. and 26,000 print- 
ed tomes. It was collected by William Beckford, 
of Fonthill Abbey, a man who was left a prince- 
ly fortune by his father, Alderman Beckford, 
and who devoted it to the construction of a 
spiendid residence, which was celebrated at the 
time for its magnificence and the costly treas- 
ures with which it was filled. Byron cull@d Beck- 
ford, Eugland's Wealthiest Son.”
